lievers in freedom of the press throughout the world the 
contempt proceedings against Mr. Campbell and Mr. Cow- 

per for reporting the trial of Premier Brownlee is a severe 

shock. 

‘It is an utterly increditable and thoroughly inexcusable 
blow of freedom. Liberals in America familiar with recur- 
ring denials of constitutional rights to negroes, workers and 
other oppressed minority groups, have learned to look to 
Canada as one place where freedom of speech and the press 
still obtains. 

“The Canadian system of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence 
we have considered deeply rooted in the principles of the 
Magna Charta and have hoped that Canada would be the 
last place for judicial usurpation of power. But appar- 
ently Fascism has arrived in Canada, as it has in many 
parts of the United States.” 


Sees Censorship Of Press Loom 

Expressing his gratification that Publisher Campbell 
had determined to make an issue of his fight for free press 
by carrying an appeal to higher places, Mr. Alex Lindey, 
prominent New York attorney and partner of the equally 
noted Morris Ernst, declared: 

“The contempt citation by Justice Ives sounds like an 
extremely arbitrary and high-handed action. Any liberal- 
minded judge would have given Mr. Campbell and Mr. 
Cowper a chance to defend and explain themselves. While 
the point of law may justify legally Justice Ives’ action, 
the whole procedure seems to me to be following a regret- 
table recent trend toward the reactionary and with it to- 
ward censorship of the press. 

“The, proceedings illustrate as well the viciousness of 
any contempt proceedings where the complainant and the 
judge are one person. The judge, having made his complaint, 
puts on his robes to pass upon it. Defense is really an idle 
gesture under such circumstances.”

To every forward | 
move proposed by the Liberals 
to improve the present machin- | 
ery the government put forward | 
the Canadian bankers in opposi- 
tion. In other words, Canadian 
bankers were considered to know 
enough about banking to rule out 
proposals affecting the main 
banking machinery of the coun- 
try, but net enough to operate 
one new machine the government 
itself has built. 

At the end of the session a star- 
tling incident arose. Mr. Bennett 
with his Threadneedle Street com 
plex had mentioned Peacock, the | 
Canadian director of the Bank of 
England, as the sort of man needed 


for the Bank of Canada, Yet this 
same gentleman, at a Dominion

It is rather 
reminiscent of the fact that many 
distinguished visitors to Toronto 
when Mr. Ferguson was premier 
indulged in advices to Canada to 
restore titles. The voice may be

Wise leadership in monetary affairs by 
this country might bring the whole world 
back to relative prosperity. The opportunity 
presented to this country in these dark days 
is the measure of its responsibility.

The fact is stressed that wholesale prices 
have fallen far more prcipitously than retail, 
so there is room for a substantial rise in whole- 
sale prices, and it will not affect the cost of 
living very much; and he then goes on to de- 
clare that there must be a definite system of 
money management 

Now, in my studies, as I say, I confined them 
very largely to economy that is practical, and 
I found one or two things that I thought were 


extremely interesting and extremely informa- 


tive. For instance, in 1790, the conflict between 
Jefferson and Hamilton on the problem of 
laying down a sound monetary system for the 


United States raised the question of banking. 
Hamilton was a sound money man, a banker's 
man, and unfortunately for the United States, 
his ideas prevailed rather than those of Jeffer- 
son Hamilton effectively summarized the 
bankers’ policy of today in a declaration which 
was made in his report to the United States 
government iff 1790, recommending the estab- 
lishment of a privately owned bank known as 
the Bank of United States, a similar proposal 
to the one that you have now before you 120 
years later. 

In that report, he pointed out that there 
were two ways by which governments could 
finance. This paragraph of the report has long 
been recognized by sound money men as a 
classic of economic literature, and it reads as 
follows: 


The emitting of paper money by the 
authority of government is wisely prohibit- 
ed to the individual states ty the national 
institution; and the spirit of that prohibi- 
tion ought not to be disregarded by the 
government of the United States. 

The wisdom of the government will be 
shown in never trusting itself with the use 
of so seducing and dangerous an expedient. 

. The stamping of paper is an operation 
so much easier than the laying of taxes, 
that a government in the practice of paper 
emissions would rarely fail in any such 
emergency to indulge itself too far in the 
employment of that resource to avoid as 
much as possible one less suspicious to 
present popularity. If it should not even 
be carried far as be rendered an 
absolute bubble, it would at least be likely 
to be extended to a degree which would 
occasion an inflated and artificial state of 
things incompatible with the regular and 
prosperous course of the political economy.

Sunsuits For Children 
By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOY 


Due to the research of science and the 
friendly publicity given by the newspapers and 
magazines, people have come to realize the 
benefits of sunshine and we, as a nation, are 
fortunately emerging from the “sun starved” 
era, 

It is realized that a lack 
of sunshine may prevent a 
normal bone development in 
children, Rickets is a disease 
of winter months, dark 
houses, and lightproof, bun- 
dlesome clothes. 

Modern bathing suits have 
developed into the “sun- 
tanned back” form. This is 
especially desirable for babies 
and young children, The 
modern sun-suit consists of

a brief pair of shorts held up over the front by 
porous material or a set of straps to admit the 


sunlight to the child’s chest and back. The 
spine is almost entirely exposed. These can be 
used as play suits as well as bathing suits. The 
cut should be well fitting so that no chaffing 
is experienced. 

The valuable ultra-violet rays of the sun- 
shine cannot be felt because they are not warm 
nor can they be seen because they are higher in 
the spectrum than can be observed by our eyes. 
The ultra-violet rays are obstructed by clouds, 
dust, fog, smoke, window glass and by clothing, 
and for these reasons a direct exposure of the 
skin to the sunlight is most valuable. 

The exposure to the sunlight should be very 
gradual and of short duration at first until the 
skin becomes darkened. No burning should 
be permitted, as this is injurious to the skin, 
and should be avoided just as any other burn 
would be. 

It is generally recognized that direct sun- 
light is superior to codliver oil or other foods 
in treating rickets. The aim should be to tan 
the skin, but not to burn it. The head should 
be protected, especially on hot days. 

Hypocrates of ancient Greece recognized the 
value of the sun in treating disease, but this 
knowledge was lost during the dark ages of 
Europe, and rickets was common. It is not 
unusual to observe rickets in practically every 
picture painted by the old masters. The models 
of babies used by such masters of painting as 
Raphael and DeVinci show the unmistakable 
square head of rickets. 

At first babies should be exposed only for 
about ten minutes, but this sunbath can be 
increased to three to five minutes daily until an 
exposure of an hour to the sunlight morning 
and evening will not be excessive. 

Sunbathing may also be given in enclosed 
screened porches sheltered from the wind, but 
the sun must shine directly on the child un- 
obstructed by glass. 

Endeavor to avoid sunburn, but should this 
occur, a good treatment is to cover the skin 
with oil and use cold compresses. 

Remember that the sun’s rays are used in 
both prevention and cure of rickets and other 
disorders. Give your child and also yourself 
the benefit of these chemical sun's rays to help 
build up a normal resistance to all disease. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Stewart E. writes: “I have a 
growth in my head which has almost closed the 
air passage. I have to breathe through my 
mouth most of the time. Any dust causes me 
to sneeze, my nose to water, and my head to 
stop up so bad. I will appreciate anything you 
can advise to get relief.” 

ANSWER: Most nasal growths can be cured 
through dieting. The trouble is generally that 
the membranes of the nose are inflamed and 
swollen by the irritations of toxins which are 
thrown out through the mucous glands. Local 
treatments to the nose are sometimes helpful, 
but the systemic cause must be removed if you 
are to expect a complete and permanent cure. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Bertha G. asks: “With 
what other foods may cheese be combined, and 
what particular kind of cheese do you think 
best, if any?” 

ANSWER: The best way to use cheese is to 
make it the “meat” part of a meal, serving with 
it plenty of green vegetables, both in the cooked 
and raw form. It combines well, as a lunch, 
with any of the raw acid fruits, particularly 
pineapple. No starches should be included with 
these combinations. Fresh cottage cheese is 
also wholesome.

On this date in 1004 — thirty 
years ago—the newspapers re- 
ported that the previous day a 
contract had been signed at Ot- 
tawa for the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway. It 
was signed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
for the Dominion of Canada and 
by Charles M. Hays for the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company 

The idea of western expansion 
for the pioneer railway was not 
news, indeed it had been simmer- 
ing ever since the Canadian Paci- 
fic had proven a success, but no 
definite action was taken until 
1902 when it was announced that 
the Grand Trunk proposed build- 
ing from North Bay to the Pacific 
Coast. 

When the company applied for 
government assistance opposition 
arose chiefly because it failed to 
open up the undeveloped country 
in northern Ontario and Quebec

THE STEVENS ENQUIRY 

It is becoming more and more 
doubtful whether the Stevens 
Committee is really promoting a 
true understanding of the things 
which it is inquiring into. There 
is nothing in the nature of retail 
trade to suggest that the “mark- 
ups” on the various goods handled 
by a retailer should all be the 
same or anywhere near the same. 
We can see no reason why a 10 
per cent mark-up should not be 
excessive on some goods in some 
places at some times, and a 100 
per cent mark-up be perfectly 
proper on other goods in other 
conditions. The isolated scraps 
of information on this and many 
other subjects which get into the 
newspapers need greatly to be 
correlated into an intelligible re- 
sult by educated economists with 
a knowledge of business condi- 
tions. They are not being cor- 
related at present, and we are not 
convinced that the committee is 
capable of correlating them. With- 
out this treatment it will be ex- 
tremely dangerous to use them as 
a basis for legislation, and prob- 
ably somewhat unfair to use them 
even as a basis for working up 
public opinion for or against 
various types of industrialists 
and traders. And we think that 
Mr. Stevens should be warned 
that unless he can produce some- 
thing that looks like useful leg- 
islation his whole inquiry will 


merely play into Mr. Woods- 
worth’s hand.

The Minister of Railways, Dr. 
Manion, has withdrawn the Can- 
adian Railway Express bill and 
the Canadian Communications 
bill, which aimed at merging the 
telegraph and express services of 
the Canadian National and the 
Canadian Pacific.

FOR THISTLES 


Following a series of experi- 
ments over a term of years 
farmers in the St. Albert district 
believe they have at last solv- 
ed the problem of ridding their 
land of Canadian thistles. 

And it's perfectly simple. All 
it means is that by cutting, 
pulling or plowing them under 
in the “dark of the moon” in 
July and August they can free 
the land of this “farmers’ curse.” 

The seven centre days of the 
last quarter of the moon is the 
time they have decided for the 
attack on the thistle, and pref- 
erably the centre three days 
of the seven. The work, to be 
effective, must be done rain or 
shine, and if summer fallowing 
is being carried out the culti- 
vator must be put through the 
land a little deeper than would 
be the case in plowing. In order 
to get the best results the work 
must be completed in the period 
mentioned. It ts stated that this 
holds good for any weeds, and 
farmers who have watched the 
experiment closely say that it 
is effective.
